Courts during the Trinity Law Sittings, 

which will open in the Four Courts, 
Dublin, on next Wednesday, has been con- 
siderably increased by the arrears that were 
inevitable as a resuit of the shortness of the 
preceding’ term. ; 

One of the most interesting of the appeals 
in‘the Supreme Court list is that on behalf of 
the Cloghran Stud Farm Company, relating 
to the payment of income tax on fees in,

some months ago. The company had been 


assessed to income tax, under Schedulé D ‘of ' 


the Act of 1918, for the year 1955-34 in the 
sum of £15,000, in respect of profits derived 
from stallion fees, and they contended that, . 
following a recent decision of the House of ! 
Lords in a case of Lord Glanely v. Wightman, 
the occupation of the land being íor. the: 
purpose of a stud farm, the use ‘of a stallion 
was -not separable gromxthe purpose of the 
occupation, and,the fees: for his services were 
not taxable under SchedpfegD: .«: - 

They appealed: to» the . Commissioners 
appointed for the Special “‘Purposes~of =the 
Income Tax Acts, who held that the profits 
of the company, derived from stud fees, were 
not profits arising in respect of the occupation 
of land, but were profits of trade assessable 
to income tax under Schedule D. 

The company then appealed to the High 
Court by way of a case stated by the Special 
Commissioners, and the High Court held that 
on the facts set forth, in the case stated the 
case was indistinguishable from the case of 
McLoughlin v. Bailey (1920 Second Irish Re- 
ports, page 310), which held, affirming the 
King’s Bench, that stallion fees received from 
outsiders were liable to assessment. under 
Schedule D. 

Without expressing any opinion on “the 
question of law submitted in the case stated 
for the opinion of the Court—namely, 
whether the ‘‘ Special Commissioners were 
right, in law in their determination, the High 
Court affirmed their determination, and from 
this decision the company are appealing to 
the Supreme Court.

AMOUNT OF DAMAGES 
The other new trial motion is brought on 
behalf of the Great Southern Railways Com- 
the defendants in an action of Joseph 


pany, 

Morris, of Church street, Cavan. The 
plaintiff claimed damages for the death of his 
daughter, Evelyn Morris, who was a 


passenger in a motor car, with which, it was 
stated, a ‘bus, belonging to the company, 
sollided at Cabra, County Meath, on 17th 
May of last year, and who suffered injuries 
from which she died. The defendants denied 
liability, . The jury found for the plaintiff, 
assessing damages at £1,200, and the com- 
pany appeal on the grounds that there was no 
evidence’ to-ge to: the jury upon which they 
could reasonably find that the plaintiff 
had sustained financial loss by reason of the 
death of his daughter, and that the amount 
of damages assessed was excessive. 

There are four cases listed in the Court of 
Criminal Appeal, one of them being that of 
Vincent C. McDonnell, who was sentenced at 
the Dublin Cirenit (Criminal) Court to fifteen , 
months’ imprisonment in. connection wrth 
matters relating to the affairs of the Associated 
Engineering Industries, Ltd., a company 
which had been promoted in Dublin in 1933 
and 1934. 

The remaining applications for leave to 
appeal are not of general public interest. 


THE HIGH COURT 


In the High Court the list on the State side 
is distinctly heavy, and with the demands 
made on the time of the Court by a substan- 
tial jury list it is.probable that the State side 
cases will not all be disposed of during the 
Trinity term. 

There are seven cases on notice, including 
certiorari, mandamus, and prohibition; four 
cases stated; and a Revenue petition. 

Thé last on the list of the cases on notice 
is in relation to a conditional order of pro- 
hibition which was granted on an application “ 
on behalf of the Rev. 8S.

Vicar of St. John’s Church, Sandymouat, '

One of the ¢ases stated arises out of the 
failure of a defendant to pay licence duty, 
and raises the question whether the Pro- 
bation of Offenders Act: of 1907 applies to.an 
Excise prosecution. A second stom to the 


failure of a defendant to pay Customs duty, 
and turns on the interpretati of the 
Customs Consolidation Act, 1876. | 


A PICKETING CASE 


A Cork picketing case will come up for 
the decision of a preliminary question of aw 
whether the picketing alleged, assuming the 
plaintiffs’ title to be as they state, gives the 
plaintiffs any right that they would not 
otherwise have to restrain or prevent picket- 
ing such as is permitted under the Trades 
Disputes Act of

CHANGES IN THE HAY | 
CROP 


POINTS IN HARVESTING 


HE exceptionally fine summers of the 
I past few years have provided hay of 
excellent, gúality, and have also done | 
much to break down the old practice of 
delaying the cutting of meadows to the 
early autumn. ‘There are many features in 
connection with this crop which are stilb but 
imperfectly understood by farmers, and many 
fail to appreciate the changes which are 
slowly, but, surely, taking place. i 
In the laying down oí land there is a 
roportion 
of natural grasses and clovers. o longer 
is it the practice to sow a Jarge amount of 
rennial ryegrass and about half as much 
talian, with a few pounds of red and white 
clover. The blanks left by Italian after the 
first year, as well as the use of clovers which 
die out after the first or second year, have 
all been too noticeable in the past. Con- 


masters, whose participation in the practice 
games was invaluable and much appreciated 
by the boys, our football season was a most 
successful one. We did not lose a single 
match last Christmas term on our new ‘ragger’ 
prom & happy inauguration of the 
veautiful new playing fields we were 
fortunate to rent from the owner of Marley 
last summer holidays.

To one accustomed to visit the Dublin 
hay market for many years, these changes 
will be more evident. The strong, clean hay’ 
derived from the two ryegrasses is less in 
evidence, and a mixture containing often too 
much clover to suit seed requirements is to 
be seen, When prices were better than they 
are now it paid to have the ryegrasses, even 
though the foundation of the pasture was not 
so good, but prevailing values do not warrant 


this. 


Feeding Values Compared 


In their young stage, up to, perhaps, four 
or five inches high, or when the grass is 
usually grazed, there is comparatively little 
difference in the feeding value of any of the 
grasses, As they grow older, however, 
changes occur chiefly in the production of 
indigestible fibre of varying degrees of palata- 
bility. These have far greater influence on 
the final — value of hay than is 
commonly believed. The rye grasses, especi- 
ally alongside the edging, are better than 
strong grasses like cocksfoot and timothy, 
and those that do not bulk highly, like the 
fescues and crested dogstail, The clovers, 
too, when allowed to go long past their 
rte stage. also become harder and less 
digestible, and all the time it must be under- 
stood that, so far as hay is concerned. the 
greater proportion of indizestible element the 
less valuable the hay. : 

It is quite probable that 3 tons of hay not 
cut until August may contain less food than 
2 tons cut in June. Hay should be cut when 
the grasses are in flower—that is, when the 
pollen is blowing about. After this stage 
the stems and heads gradually harden and 
become less soluble or digestible. Most 
grasses. are in flower in the second or third 
week of June, and this is the ideal cutting 
time. 

When hay is cut every effort should be 
made to get it saved with a minimum of time 
and exposure. “Left too long under the sun 
it may dry so much as to appear over-ripe; 
while the effect of rain is to wash out the 
soluble and more nutritive: portions of the 
hay. It is this loss of food material, more 
than discoloyration and hardship often ex- 
eich that deteriorates the mises 
value. 


What is Prime Hay? 
The ideal’ of prime hay is that which is

HICKENS reared artificially can be 
C weaned from heat when they are from 
eight to ten weeks old, depending on 

the nature of the weather and the location 
of the farm. It is advisable to do the wean- 
ing gradually, so as not to cause any tem- 
porary set-back in the birds. Weamng 1s 
best carried out by reducing the heat under 
the hover each day and subsequently leaving 
the hover without any heat for a few days 
in the rearing house, so as to accustom the 
chickens to the new conditions. The pro- 
vision of a low platform fitted. with a slatted 
top is an excellent arrangement for en- 
couraging the chickens to perch and forsake 
the hover, and a platform should be installed 
in the brooder house before the process of 
weaning begins. The object at that stage of 
rearing should be to get the chickens accus- 
tomed to the conditions under which they will 


be kept after the weaning is completed, - 


Housing 


Tf the rearing house is not required for 
another batch of chickens, it may be utilised 
to accommodate the cockerels from the early- 
hatched flock. The pullets should be 
separated fram the cockerels as soon as they 
can be distinguished and put out on fresh, 
clean pasture where they will have unrestricted 
range. The most suitable and satisfactory 
house for growing .pullets is one having a 
slatted floor—smeil Sussex arks are also excel- 
lent for the purpose. The puilets should be 
allowed adequate room in the house or ark 
and overcrowding rigidly avoided, as» this 
is one of the chief causes of unsatisfactory 
development. At least nine square inches of 
floor space should be allowed to each bird. 
The houses should be moved daily to fresh 


| sites on the field, 


Feeding 

The nature of the feeding at this period of 
development is important, as it influences the 
future well-being of the birds. A meal mash, 
of plain, wholesome food without too much 
protein supplement, together. with a ey 
feed of grain, will be satisfactory. The feed- 
ing should be such as will encourage the pro- 
duction ‘of large frames, instead of forang 
the birds to. reach laying maturity before 
growth of body and the building up of bodily 
reserves of vigour have been completed. A 
suitable mash for growing pullets is :— 

3 stones bran, 
»» pollard, 
2 .,, maize meal, 
1 stone Sussex ground oats, 
,» fish meal or meat. meal. 

If separated milk is, available, it can be 
used instead of the fish meal or the meat 
meal, but if there is only a limited supply, 
it is best to keep it for the cockerels. If 
the pullets are being fed on the gh mash 
system, it is advisable to close the hoppers 
for, say, two hours in the forenoon and two 
hours in the afternoon each day. . 

A preliminary culling of the pullets. should 
be made when they are being separated from 
the cockerels, and these considered unsuit- 
able for retention left: with the cockerels and 
fed along with them for sale as table 
chickens. These birds should be kept in 
comparative confinement; a small run might 
be fitted un around their house to confine 
them to a smal area, and food of a more 
fattening nature than that prescribed for the 
pullets given to them. A suitable mash for 
young birds ry fattened is— | 

2 stones bra.i, 

3 stones pollard, 

1 stone maize meal, 
i . ó stones Sussex ground oats. 
This mash should be wet with separated 
milk or buttermilk and offered in a wet state 
in troughs. Increased consumption of food 
and more rapid fattening will be obtained if 
some additional milk is poured over any food 
left in the troughs after the birds have been 
feeding for, say, half an hour. If milk is 
not available, 3 stone of dried milk, or of 
meat meal, should be added to the mixture 
of meals as giver above. As milk has a 
whitening effect on the skin and flesh, as 
well as encouraging the production of juicy 
flesh, its use in the fattening of chickens is 
specially recommended, 


DECREASE IN EGG YIELD 

A report issued by the Department of 
Agriculture in connection with the current 
Egg Laying Competition, which commenced

HOW TO SAVE THE CRops 


A dry month of June means endless war 
against. ites, insects and other troubles 
on the:farm.-. The mangel fly, the turn); 
beetle, . rust in corn, lack of development in 
growing plants are a few of the difficulties 


which have to be faced when there is in. 
sufficient moisture during the primary grow. 
ing month of the year. 

A fine tilth and consolidation of the ground 
are helpful for young root crops, while 
opportune applications of ‘sulphate oi 
ammonia or nitrate of soda may often get a 
corn crop over a critical stage. 

Potatoes can withstand dry weather betic, 
than most crops, but drills should be broken 
down ahd the soil brought into fine condition 
before earthing up. ere there is freedom 
from damage by rooks, etc., the earthing up 
can be delayed for a few days to 
give the young potato haulms an opportunity 
of gaining ‘strength. Except where the lani 
is rich or well manured, the addition of at 
least 1.cwt. of sulphate of ammonia per 
statute acre at this stage will rarely fail to 
be profitable.

WEXFORD’S LEAD IN THE PAST 


PROGRESS IN INDUSTRY AND EDUCATION 


——_@-—_—- 


HERE was more than ordinary signi- 

ficance in the opening of the Irish 

Technical Education Association Congress 
at Wexford. 

Wexford was the first of the urban areas 
to have a scheme for technical education 
approved by the Department of Education. 
That was at the beginning of the present 
century, when technical education, as we 
now know it, was virtually unheard of 
outside Dublin. 

Many years before that—in the middle 
of the eighteenth century, in fact—the 
Royal Dublin Society had established a 
‘chemical elaboratory’’ for practical 
study in various matters appertaining to 
chemistry, science, engineering, botany, 
etc. That “ elaboratory ” must be counted 
as the origin of Irish Technical Education. 

In due course—but not for nearly a hun- 
dred years—there came, in Dublin, the 


establishment of the Department of Science 


and Art in connection: with the Board of 


Trade. The control of the Museum of 
Irish Industry, a practical institution 
founded some nine years previously 


(1844) now passed over to the new depart- 
ment, and wth the co-operation of the 
R.D.S. there commenced a series of free 
lectures for people interested in science, 
mineralogy and the arts. In 1866 the 
Government resolved to systematise 
scientific education by the conversion of 
the Museum of Irish Industry into the 
Royal College of Science for Ireland, and, 
finally, in 1899, the administration and 
control of the College passed over to the 


newly-formed Department of Agricultural 


and Technical Instruction in Ireland. 
These, briefly, were the beginnings of 


the scheme of technical education which 


is now in force throughout Ireland. The 


new Department rapidly stimulated in- 
terest in technical instruction, and, under 
the direction and guidance of its officials, 
deputations consisting of prominent men 
from many Irish towns visited such cross- 
Channel centres as Birmingham, Man- 


chester, Bolton, Burslem, Leeds, Brad- 


ford, Glasgow, Swindon and Bath. 


On their return to Ireland these dele- 
gates formulated schemes for technical 
instruction in their own areas. That from 
Wexford was the first of the urban areas 


to be approved, the centre being one in 
which there was much industrial activity, 
and where, therefore, and in the opinion 
of the officials, “ the central idea of the 


scheme—i.e., a small school of engineer-

A Greet Botanist 


The “ gocd Press ” which has hailed Dr, 
Lloyd Praeger’s bcok on Irish botany te 
minds us that Ireland possesses in this 
fine scholar one of the greatest botanists 
cf the age.

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EXTENSION OF 
FACILITIES 
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MODERN VOCATIONAL 
TRAINING NEEDS

From Our Reporter, 
WEXFORD, Wednesday 


NEMPLOYMENT would not have been 
| such a serious problem to-day if the 

present facilities for vocational educa- 
tion had existed thirty or forty years ago, 
said Alderman R. Corish, T.D. (Mayor of 
Wexford), when welcoming the delegates to 
the thirty-first annual Congress of the Irish 
Technical Education Association, which 
opened in the reconstructed technical schools 
here to-day. 
Alderman Corish said that there was a 
lack of proper appreciation of the value of 
technical pace in the country. Up to 
quite recently it had been almost. impossible 
to get people to realise the value of this 
instruction, and he believed that, with a 
sympathetic Minister for Education, voca- 
tional education would make great progress, 
The delegates, who came from all parts of 
the country, were welcomed also by the Rev. 
John Butler, C.C. (Chairman of the Wexford 
County Committee of the Gaelic League). 
He said that there should be an intimate 
relationship between . vocational education 
and the spread of Gaelic culture, and during 
the discussions he hoped that they would not 
be unmindful of that, especially when deal 
ing with problems of rural development. 


NATIONAL ADVANCE 


In Co. Wexford a serious effort had been 
made to provide a truly Gaelic type of educa- 
tion for the ‘pupils in their vocational schools. 
Gaelic culture was being fostered and en- 
couraged in their primary and secondary 
schools, and it was inperative for them as 
vocational educationists to fall in with the 
national advance. CS : 
Miss N. Ryan (chairman of the Co. Wex- 
ford Board of Health) and the Rev. M. 
Hazley, Rector, Wexford, also expressed their 
pleasure at meeting the delegates. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


In the course of his presidential address, 
Mr. L. E. O'Carroll, B.A., said that Wexford 
was associated with many fine industries 
which had won, by merit, to success and 
fame. and the story was one of thriving. 
The words ‘‘striving’’ and “thriving ” also 
told the work of the Irish Technical Educa- 
tion Association as an organised body, and 
of the many enthusiastic members who were 
mustered there. oe 
There were three active factors in the 
achieving of their endeavour to train. the 
human hand. and develop and guide the 
human mind, and they were the Department 
of Education, the vocational committees and 
their teachers. “Although often ‘wrong in 
their proposals, the outlook of the commuttees 
indicated a fine civic spirit. In regard to 
the work of the teachers, it was rare to find, 
from chief to rank and file, any lack of 
enthusiasm or lessening of effort. Rather 
did they see a keen ire to extend the 
curriculum, to widen the atea of educational 
activity, and ‘to adopt newer and better 
methods, all involving” more work, more 
thought and greater responsibility. 


SCHOLARSHIP SCHEMES 


The Department of Education was an 
essential factor in their educational opera- 
tions. They had come to iook upon the 
Technical Instruction branch as a friend, 
rather than a critic. By its direct educa- 


many problems. It had trained teachers by 
special courses and it had encouraged crafts- 
manship by competition and awards; but it 
had done no more useiul service than its 
scholarship schemes which enabled appren- 
tices to obtain expert instraction in subjects 
which were not dealt with, or were in- 
adequately dealt with, in thair own areas. 
Another proposal of vision and great a 
sibilities contemplated the founding of a Day 
College of technology, which would open the 
way of youth to the higher reaches of their 
economic life. The project assuredly would 
be welcomed as a national need, and would 
be considered from a national standpoint, He 
hoped that discussion thereon would not trail 
to the lower and lesser consideration of the 
mere location of the proposed college, and 
that the strength and value of concentrated 
educational effort would be apparent. 


THE IRISH MEDIUM 


Early in the year the Minister for Educa- 
tion had addressed the assembled Dublin 
‘technical teachers on the development of Irish 
and the Gaelic outlook in the technical 
schools. He had stressed the value of Irish 
as a national inheritance, as in itself educa- 
tional, and as an eancational medium. 
The difficulty which lay in the way of ful- 
filling his wish was that, whilst Irish was 
reas 7 extensively in the schools, there were 
but few students who were capable of re- 
ceiving technical instruction through Irish. ; 
Adapting the words of Archimedes: “If 
you give me a fulcrum I shall lift the world, 
they could say: “Give a gaod primary 
education in Irish to our boys and girls and 
we shall lift our language to its proper place 
in the technical eh a as the medium of 
instruction.” Se 
“From every district of the Free Biate 
comes the story of the starting of new pro- 
jects, the building of new schools, and the 
ever increasing enrolments, now over 12,000 
students in the day schools alone.

A COMPLEX PROBLEM 
“The extension of technical education pre- 
sents a more complex problem. It is simple 
enough for the older handicrafts, . and, 
through many a day to come, our schools 
will train the hand and mind and eye to com- 
hine for artistic and gvientific craftsmanship.

mapped out, for their nature and their 
depth was undetermined. 

The President concluded by paying a 
tribute to the late Professor Jolin Earls, the 
wee of the College of Technology in 

elfast, who had organised a great reception 
for them in Belfast two years previously 
in connection with their Congress. 

On the motion of Alderman ‘Walsh (chair- 
man of the Wexford Vocational Committee), 
seconded by the Very Rev. Canon O’Beirne 
(immediate past president of the I.T\E.A.), a 
vote of thanks was passed to the President. 


WEXFORD’S PROGRESS 


_Alderman Corish, T.D., read a pape 
titled “‘ Wexford Yesterday and To-day.” 
He said that they in Wexford were descended 
from unions of Northmen and later invaders, 
with the. aboriginal Celt: To-day they were 
wholly Irish and Gaelic in everything but 
language, and almost, too, in that, 

They possessed a number. of thriving in- 
dustries and factories, well-equipped with 
modern machinery, atid producing a variety 
of goods. The Wexford — agri¢uitural 
machinery was not alone well-kn and 
widely used throughout Ireland, but in such 
far-away countries as France, Russia and the 
Argentine. ' 

Through Rosslare Harbour would come 
many of the visitors of the fature, and they 
had set before themselves the task of show- 
ing them an Irish town, mana in the in- 
terests of the entire people—well housed, pro- 
vided with modern facilities of every kind, 
served by competent officials, and with edu- 
cational opportunities of the very highest 
order. The proceedings at the conference 
would help them further to plan for the 
future. 

Mr. J. Casey (the Mayor of Limerick) pro- 
osed, and Councillor E. V. White (the

Mr. P.. Hickey (Chief Executive Officer of 
the Town of Wexford Vocational Education 
Committee) read a paper entitled ‘‘ The 
Urban Technical School.” ; 


Ir en- 


cal construction work done in the technical 
school, they must work in more materials 
than one. For instance, they must work in 
cement; for concrete was oue of the greatest 
essentials for building to-day. They must 
also have courses in horticulture, because the 
main. industry of the country was agriculture, 
which should be linked up definitely with 
technical eduvation, not only in the pro- 
vinces, but in the cities, 

Students of technical schools should be 
made to realise that they had, in a sense, 
secured employment; that they had entered 
into their future work. Technical institutes 
were not schools in the ordinary sense; they 
constituted an organisation which fitted 
accurately into the scheme of things between 
school life and industry. The technical school, 
must flavour of both, without 
having too much of either. : 

It was the duty of every Vocational Com- 
mittee to provide for every walk of life. In 
Wexford they had established engineering, 
commercial domestic science, carpentry, brick- 
making and cabinet-making courses ; but they 
could not establish classes for, say, tailors, 
bootmakers and watchmakers. Such classes 
had been provided in Dublin, but he did not 
think that there should be centralisation in 
technical education. . 


INSTRUCTORS 


He suggested to the Department of Educa- 
tion that they should send instructors to the 
different. centres to teach pupils interested in 
a Special trade. He thought that if they 
got to a stage of centralisation in their work 
there would not be much of a future for 
them. 

Speaking on the paper, Mr. E. P. Barnett, 
B.A., B.Se. (Department of Education), said 
that the fundamental thing to keep before 
them was the making of good citizens out of 
the pupils. That depended to a large ex- 
tent on the teachers. He advised committees, 
when providing their staffs for next year 
that the Department would have fully quali- 
fied rural science teachers, The Depart- 
ment was. providing for the taking on of 
young people who essentially must have been 
brought up in the country. These young 
people would be given a year for academic 
attainment, and a year’s training in Dublin. 

Dr. Burke (Depsrtment of Education) said 
that the Department had ‘earned the folly of 
quoting examination results for any. purpose.

1” seems” likely that Yeats is to have the 


best of two worlds. «For two genera- 
tions his work has been intimately knowa 
w the clite wherever English is read, and 
froin English it has. been: carried into every 
land where there is searching literary criti- 
cisin. A symbel of this awareness was, 
beyond doubt, the award of the Nobel Prize, 
Ba one of the most per- 
hoa ceptive. that men of 
= international mind 
have made. He has 
sustained his literary 
career long enough to 
haye worked his vein 
to its far depths, and 
its metal is recognis- 
ably precious, shaped 
by a cunning and 
disciplined hand, The 
achievement soars. 
He himself has 
spoken of Donne and 
Landor, but “in the 
long avenue of

him, and that is the paradox of his famie. 
One may not speak of him as Yeats the 
English poet. He is Yeats the Irish poet.

Since he uses the English language it ig 
true that he. hke Walt Whitman or Emex- 
son or Edgar Allen Poe, gives himself into 
the great tradition of English poetry. But 
what, after all, has the English tradition 
made of Whitman’? The words are English, 
more or less, but the spirit is vastly removed. 
Whitman uses English, but is American. So 
Yeats is Irish. As a young man he could 
have elected, like Shaw or Oscar Wilde, to 
He did 
not do so. Still plastic, he returned to a 
country that had no high living tradition of 
that had no great public and no 
special . poetic. idiom. in: English, It is 
certainly his distinction, in the eyes of the 
world, that he became the major, the 
supreme, poet of the so-called Celtic 
renaissance. The word was. grandiose for a 
surge of Irish literary activity whicli took 
in A,E., Synge, Stephens, Colum, Boyle, 
Lady Gregory, with a Gaelic annex—which 
could not span O'Casey, which rolled against 
and excluded James Joyce, Liam O'Flaherty, 
all the later novelists, and even George 
Moore. But there was a defined period of 
inspiration, dramatic and poetac. It produced 
one rate critic, John Eglinton. he crest 
of the movement was Yeats. 


The Voice of Connacht 


In its essence it was a romantic movement. 
There was a touch of comedy, which meaus 
domestication, but the young *Yeats was far 
from comedic. His world was out of joint. 
His imagination starved in the modern city. 
He was called back to Ireland by the voice of 
Ccnvacnt, the voice of the folk, speaking 
the Trish language. Elsewhere Th Europe a 
generation, weary of his own soul and its

The response to Yeats before the War was 
spread wide.

First Authentic Voice 


It has become a commonplace nowadays to 
attack the Abbey Theatre as gloriously dead, 
just as it is the practice of sectarian 

amphleteers to try to exclude or dismiss 

‘eats from. the annals of. Irish literature with 

the cateh-cry of ‘‘'West Briton.’’ Pioneers, 
of course, are the first to be forgotten, par- 
ticularly if the weapons. that they have 
forged are as successful in the hands of 
their successors as those directly attributable 
to Mr. Yeats. His eredentials are not dated 
1916. They were written in the Antient 
Concert Rooms as long ago as 1899, where 
the Ireland of that day hooted as vociferously 
as ever it did in Easter Week, and it is now 
quite forgotten that it was in the renaissant 
Irish theatre, founded by Mr. Yeats and 
Lady Gregory, that Jrish Ireland discovered 
its first authentic voice. It was here that 
Ireland's problems and Ireland’s moribund 
heritage were given a literature, and the 
sordid agrarian agitation that passed for Irish 
politics during the nineteenth century was 
raised to the dignity of a national struggle 
through the new consciousness born out of 
the imaginative genius of a t poet. 

If Kathleen ni Houlihan “is a raging divil 
now ” (to quote Mr, O'Casey), she can thank 
the Abbey Theatre for her early education, 
although Mr. Yeats, in contemplating the 
whirlwind advance of the Gaeltacht, must 
sometimes experience a few of the sensations 
of Frankenstein, 


The Poet in the Theatre 


When Ireland hatched out one of her 

riodic broods of playwrights at the 
eginning oí: the present century it was 
immediately noticed that a very strange 
cuckoo must somehow have got into the 
nest; for here in the theatre was the voice 
not of another Bouvicault, but of an 
authentic poet. Poets, of course, are not 
unknown in the theatre. Wilde, in his way, 
was one. But Wilde had wit, and was an 
epicurean; while Yeats is as divorced from 
the things of the flesh as his favourite 
animal, the unicorn, and he makes jokes that 
nobody laughs at except himself. Shakespeare

Courage 


Yet it may be said that any error that Mr.

matters; (2) Departmental matters. All 
such claims would first be discussed ip 
council, might then be referred to direct 
negotiation, and finally to arbitration, 

the council for general service matters 
would consist of heads of departments and 
representatives of recognised staff associa- 
tions. The council for departmental matters 
would consist of the head of the department, 
or his representative, and representatives ol 


tthe staff. 


Direct negotiations would be subject. to the 
consent of the Minister for Finance. On 
general service matters they would take place 
between the Minister, or. representatives 
nominated by him, and representatives of 
the class of civil servants concerned in the 
claim.

“CEASE FIRE” TO BE 
SOUNDED TO-MORROW

It is reported that the Japanese intend 
to stage an aerial demonstration over 
Peiping to-morrow, and the police have 
warned the population to remain calm.

MAKE MORE PACT: 


Mr. COUNIHAN approved of the ;~-t 
as a representative of the farming in- 
dustry and the cattle trade. He said that, 
if the Senators who objected to the pact 
were farmers, who had to take their cattle 
to half-a-dozen fairs and then bring them 
home unsold, they would not have objected 
to this arrangement, and would not have 
censured the Government for making it. 
The position of the farmers was desperate, 
but this pact would relieve the situation 
to a certain extent. His advice to the 
Government was: “ For God's sake make 
more of these pacts.’’ 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that he approved 
of this Order. It was an excellent thing 


to make a bargain for t-ade with any 


country, and particularly with great 
Britain. He considered, that t:o tax of 
5s. per ton on coal was | bad, and should 
have been removed as soon as the pact was 
made. 

Miss BROWNE said tliat t - pact was 
not welcomed by the owners of stall-fed 
cattle. She described the pact as “an 
attempt to put sticking plaster on the 
terrible wound the Government has opened 
in this countrv.”’ 

Mr. WILSON expressed pleasure at the 
agreement, and hoped that it would be 
continued next year. . 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


Mr. .LEMASS (Minister for Industry 
and Commerce) said that Senator Milroy 
had referred to the manner in which he 
(the Minister) had explain ‘ the pact. 
The pact was fairly largely a matter of 
routine. The arrangement was made, and 
it was left to the Governmen: to decide 
the manner of its implementation. It was 
as a matter of administration that the 
first quota period was fixed a‘ six months 
—it might have been ‘twelve months or 
three months. : 

This arrangement would cost the country 
nothing, saic Mr. Lemass. The fact that 
a tax of 5s. per ton was being levied on 
the coal had nothing to do with the pact. 
It was something which concerned this 
country only, and would bring £600,000 
revenue to the Exchequer this year. This 
would avoid the necessity for raisiny the 
money in some other way. The cost of the 
Government and Central Fund Services 
had been fixed, and had to be paid for. 

Mr. COUNIHAN—It was a revenue 
tax? 

Mr. LEMASS—Mainly a revenue tax. 
It was also a protective tax, and would 
help the consumption of turf and native 
ceal,, though that was,not the primary 
rfison for it.
